REM ARKS/ARG U M ENTS 
Applicants respectfully request further examination and reconsideration in view of 
the instant response and the Proposed Examiner's Amendment. The claims remaining 
in the present application are Claims 1 , 2, 8-1 0 and 1 5. Claims 1 -6, 8-1 2 and 1 5 are 
rejected. Claims 3-7 and 11-14 are cancelled. No new matter has been added. 
Support for the claim amendments are based on the Proposed Examiner's Amendment.

The amendments presented herein overcome the instant rejection. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS - 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) 

Claims 1-6. 8-12 and 15 

Claims 1-6, 8-12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Danneels (US 6,038,598), in view Engelschall ("Apache HTTP 
Server Version 1.3: Module mod_rewrite"), and further in view of Abbott et al. (US 
6,314,463), hereinafter "Abbott." The amendments presented herein overcome the 
instant rejection.
